on' the averment 


that, young people come to college 
with their minds so clogged 
and 


hampered sby the 
effects of bad 


mental habits "that a definite- and 
persistent system of counter-training 
is absolutely essential in order to 
clear the way for the normal 'em- 
ployment of those new logical pow; 
er.s on which success in college de- 
pends." The author proposes "a plan 
for the somewhat 
more 
definite 


guidance of the student's 
thought 


habits than is usual,' 'and "a cam- 
paign for 
tKte improvement of the" 


subjective working conditions of col- 
lege students." "The necessity 
fo> 


such an effort," he says, "has not 
been generally recognized; but the 
experience of many years has con- 
vinced me that it^ exists, and that 
snch an ^undertaking may materially 


increase efficiency in the attainment 
of scholarship." 


Early in the teens' boys and girls 


pass a magic line and enter a new 
world, the world of .youth, as distin- 
guished from childhood. By the time 
they enter college at seventeen or 
eighteen they have have * a firm 
footing in this new realm.

story is particularly interesting frir 
his delightful style of writing about 
the wind ond the early history of . 
the Dakota s. 
Something of his style is indicated 
in the following cxerpt: 
“These Seandinavians of whom we 
have so many--tholigh our northern 
neighbor is much ahead of us in this 
respect—have made a good record in 
the State. At least, they readily be­ 
come Americanized, which may be a 
desirable thing if you are going 'o 
stay in America. They take kindly 
to our politics and our cooking, 
which in onother generation or two 
will probably have a baleful effect 
on the honesty and elearne.ss of their 
blue eyes. A long way after the 
Scandinavians in number come tho 
Germans, and 1 know of nothing that 
can be said against the way in which 
they have comported themselves. 
Our percentage of foreign-born pop­ 
ulation is somewhat smaller than 
that of the average of the noighbor- 
ing States. In the matter of Indians, 
the statistical tables give South Da­ 
kota third place, Oklahoma «tanding 
lirst and Arizona veco.nd.

MARRING CHILDREN’S MINDS? 


CoIIegre Dean Publishes Pamphlet Hintingr at Such a possi­ 
bility. Talks of “Bad Tastes in the Brain” and Bad 
Accounts of Parents and Teachers oq the 
“Big Book.” 


A pumphlct just issued entitled 
“Working 
Principles 
for 
Stu­ 
dents" is based 
on the averment 
that young people come to college 
with their minds so clogged 
and 
hampered by the 
effects of bad 
mental habits “that a definite and 
persistent system of counter-training 
is absolutely essential in order to 
clear the way for Ihe normal em­ 
ployment of those new logical pow­ 
ers on which success in college de­ 
pends." The author propo.ses “a plan 
for the somewhat 
more 
definite 
guidance of the student's thought 
habits than is usual,’ 'and “a cam­ 
paign for thip improvement of the 
suhjective working conditions of col­ 
lege students." “The necessity for 
such an effort,” he say.s, “has not 
been generally recognized; hut the 
experience of many years has con­ 
vinced me that it exists, and that 
such an .^undertaking may materially 


increase efficiency in the attainment 
of scholarship.” 
Early in the teens boys and girls 
pass a magic line and enter a new 
world, the world of youth, as distin­ 
guished from childhood. By the time 
they enter college at seventeen or 
eighteen they have have 
a firm 
footing in this new realm. 
They 
should no longer be children. They 
would not be but for the fettering 
force of habit. Their minds have 
reached the stage logical of dovclop- 
mcnt, and if they were free from 
unfortunate habits formed in child­ 
hood and earlier youth would func­ 
tion logically. This is the substance 
of thf introductory "í’rinciplc." 
Other secticnv Lvr.r such headings 
as, “Intelligent Adjustment,” "Re- 
latibn of English to Thought,” “The 
Measure of a Recitation.” “Thinking 
Double," “The Psychology of Sys­ 
tem," "Effective Reading," 
"The 
Lure of the Indefinito," “The Aim of 


Education,” “Preparing for College." 
Under the last title a circular which 
the University of Michigan sends to 
high school principles is quoted. 
Whether or not tho booklet is 
sound in its ussumptilfns and con­ 
clusions it is well calculated to stir 
up thought on some very fundamen­ 
tal educational problems. 
It is the 
work of Dean F. B. Taylor, of James­ 
town College, whose department is 
Social Science. He was formerly for 
a number of years head of the de­ 
partment of Education in that insti­ 
tution. In a prefatory note “Some­ 
what Personal” he says: 
"There is. of course, no pretense 
that this thin pamphlet presents a 
system of either mental hygiene or 
mind training, but it is hoped that 
as far as it goes it points in the di­ 
rection of a eomhination of those two 
ideas. It is purely an incidental by­ 
product of the class-room. If any 
render is .surprised at the elementary 
nature of some of the directions and 
explanations, I beg him to consider 
what might be revealed by an equal 
degree of frankness on the part of 
teachers generally. There are. how­ 
ever, special conditions in North Da­ 
kota which may properly be men­ 
tioned hero. Half or more of the 
high schools in the state arc twenty 
years younger than the State, which 
is itself young. No wonder then if 
wc still have more force and frt-c- 
dom out here than formality an.l 
finish. Under such conditions I con- 


aider that a college is bound '.with­ 
out neglecting advanced subjects and 
methods) to consume whatever mid­ 
night current is necessary to supply 
its patrons what they first, if not 
most, need.
